Large Irrigation 
One of the largest 
continous 
irrigated sections in the 
United 
States is the section in southern

paystrcak at Dark Angel. 


Unfortunately it 
didn't 
mean 
much, because this was 
copper 
country, 
and chalcopyrite 
and 
bornite are two of the commonest 
copper minerals. Still, it was bet- 
ter than galena, which is a 
lead 
ore. 


I put the car in low and started 
up the road beyond the 
track,
